THE NEWS FJROM LONDON. 



Archbishop of Canterbury Replies to 
the Pope's Recent Letter 
on Union. 



The Imperial Parliament Prorogued— 
Social Democrats and the Kaiser 
■ -Conspiracy in Russia. 



London, Sept, 5.— In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day, replying to a question of Sir 
AlbortKayo Rollib, member for tho south 
division of Islington, as to whether or not 
the govornmont woro prepared to make 
representations to tho French government 
with reference to tho claims of subjects of 
Grout Britain, whioh the Malagasy govorn- 
mont has refused to recognize, owing to 
.British recognition of tho French protector- 
ate over Madagascar, Hon. Mr. Curzon, 
under eeorotary for foreign affairs, said ho 
wa3 nob awaro of tho oxistoueo of such a re- 
fusal, or of any such oaso as tho hon. mem- 
ber tloBcrlhod. Mr. Curzon added that this 
a an inauspicious time for tho presentation 
of claims, while hostilities are In progress In 
Madagascar. 

Tho Houbo of Commons in rosponso to a 
Bumniooa of tho usual form, appoared in the 
House of Lords to-day, where tho royal as- 
sent to notB paBsed during thm present session 
waa announced. Tho decree was then read 
proroguing parliament until November 18. 

Herr Pfund, editor of the Vorwaorts, has 
baon arrested, and two editions of his paper 
confucatod upon tho ground thab the paper 
contained artioles insulting to Emperor 
William. Tho Vorwaorts published tho 
names of tho factories and business houses 
whioh, having aiosed on Sedan day, stopped 
their employees' pay. Herr Pfund, editor 
of tho paper, is charged with lose majeste in 
writing a disparaging acoount of ths inaug- 
uration- of tho William .1 memorial church, 
whioh Is doBcribod aB the " Aeglr church." 
Tho Vorwaerta' artiolo on tho Sedan cele- 
bration, for which lb Is confiscated, iB en- 
itlod " The Dynastic Military Festival." 

Eighty guineas percentage is now asked 
by Lloyds to insure bho British ship Lord 
Downshiro, whioh ib was roported sailed 
from Calcutta on May -1 for Hamburg, and 
h»B nob yob arrived. Lloyds rate on this 
vossol has steadily advaaood for tho past 
three weoks, until it has reached tho figuro 
named. The belief grows that tho Lord 
Downshire Is tho vessel which was in col- 
lision with tho British Bhip Prince Oscar on 
the night of July 17, when both vessels were 
sunk. 

Tho Lancet, ths leading medioal journal 
of Great Britain, in an artiolo taking notice 
of rumors whioh have been circulated 
through the American papers thab tho 
young bod and heir of tho Duko of York is 
deaf and dumb, says : " He is a fino child, 
notably intelligent for his ago, and already 
repeats a number of words. Do our go- 
ahead Amerioan eouBins,'' it askB, " expecb 
a child nowadays to apeak as soon as it is 
born 1" 

Tho Grand Vizier has dismissed a number 
of offiolalB of Moosh, who havo boen found 
guilty of extorting taxes and treating tho 
Armenians with ruthless severity. At Bit- 
Us a body of gons d'armes attacked a band 
of Kurds who had been committing depre- 
dations in tho Moosh distrlot. Tho Kurds 
sustained serious losses and were driven out 
from I ha possession of property of Armen- 
ians whioh they had seized. 

Tho inquiry into the massacre at Ku 
Chong is proceeding to the satisfaoliion of the 
British and American consuls. Thero havo 
been a number of important convictions. 
Among those condemned aro Bonae of tho 
ring- leaders In tho riot. 

Tho newspaper, Missions C&thollques, of 
LyonB, France, pabliahes a statement that 
at tho beginning of July tho mission and 
orphanage at Vouney, in China, were at- 
tacked by natives and burned, In the riot 
several Christians woro killed. 

At the session of tho trades' union con- 
gress to-day tho parllumoatary committee 
was instruoted to urgo upon parliament tho 
passago of a bill declaring for tho prineiplo 
of tho payment, of salaries bo momberB of tho 
Houso of Commons. Mr. Sexton, a dele- 
gate from Liverpool , in seconding the motion 
for the adoption of the resolution in favor of 
prohibiting tho landing of pauper aliens, 
said ho wiBhod to inoludo within the Boopo 
of the resolution " royal paupers " who 
arrived without visible motkus of subsistence, 
but who noon found them. Theco, Mr. Sox- 
ton said, wel-o men who controlled tho em- 
pire whllo poor British taxpayers had no 
rlghte at all. 

Lo Matin, of Paris, announcos to day thab 
tho chamber will, upon reassembling, bo 
askod for an additional credit ot 50,000,000 
franco on account of tho Madagascar expedi- 
tion. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Timos says tho 
Gorman bl motallists aro making desperato 
attompts to deprivo of its uncomfortablo 
meaning, tho statement of A. J. Balfour in 
tho Houso of Commons, to the effect that 
an international currency oonforonoo would 
probably not come to any agreement on a 
ratio valuo of gold and silver. Dr. Arondt, 
editor of tho organ of the bl-motalllsts, de- 
clares that ii Germany continues her polioy 
of iudeolsion, the extromo Bllvor party will 
arlso and demand bho free coinage of silver. 

Tho weekly statemont of tho Bank of Eng- 
land bIiowb tho following ohangOB compared 
with tho previous acoount. Total reserve, 
increased, £107,000 ; circulations, IricroaBod, 
£•206,000; bullion, increased, £373,607; 
other eoouritios, inoreaajd, £538,000 ; other 
deposits, incroased, £1,031,000; publio 
deposits, deorsasod, £683,000; notes re- 
sorvo. increased, £190,000 ; government bo- 
ourltios, decreased, £400,000. Proportion 
of the hank's reserve to its liability, whioh 
last wcok was 60.11 per eont., la 10.88 per 
oenb. 

RuBtom Pasha, Turkish ambassador to 
Great Britain, denies tho authenticity of the 
diBpaboh purporting to bo Bont by him to tho 
Turkish minister of foreign affairs, in whioh 
was given an aooounb of an alleged intorview 
between him and Lord Salisbury, and tho 
secretary ot stabo for foreign affairs, regard- 
ing tho proposal to obtain control, by an in- 
ternational commission, over Armenian af- 
fairs. Rustom Pasha says no such dispatch 
hoB over boen written by him'. 

Tho Lokal Anslgners' correspondent at St. 
Petersburg confirms the Btutomonb recently 
published, that in consequence of the activ- 
ity of tho Nihilist.*., it has been found neces- 
sary* to guard tho Cz»r'a overy ebep as com- 
pletely as tho movements of his fathor Alex- 
ander III, who was guarded by tho polioo at

several parts of Russia. In Moscow dyna- 
mite bombs, arms and pamphlets have boen 
seized ab the lodgings of sovoral membors of 
tho Bcoreb league, 

A dicpatch to tho Chroniole from Berlin 
says that tho Social Domoorats aro resolved 
to hold meotings. throughout the country to 
consider the Emperor's attitudo, and ox- 
presses tho opinion that there is no doubb 
that ovil days aro in store for the Sccialists. 

The Arohbiahop of Canterbury has issued 
a long pastoral letter dealing with the Pope's 
reconb lotter to the English people, and tho 
appearance in tho Church of England of cer- 
tain foreigu usages and forms of devotion. 
Tho Archbishop recognizoB tho desire for re- 
union as a characteristic of our 
times, and admits that diviaiona among 
Christians are tho ohief obstaclea 
to the progreBB of tho gospel. Ho 
aoooptB tho many expressions of anxiety for 
dolivery from theso divisions aB a sign of 
God'a purposes, but protoote " against tho 
introduction of modorn Roman innovations 
in tho ritual and dootrine." He oontondB 
that " tho suggosted rounion only means 
forgetting our own ohuroh, and exhorts 
clergymen and churchmen as a first duty to 
preserve tho purity of the faith and prac- 
tioe." 

According Dv an offioia! report a detach- 
ment of 20 aoldiora from Fort Campochueta 
were attacked by a force of 300 insurgents. 
The soldiers, bo overwhelmingly outnumber- 
ed, made a heroic resistance. Ten of their 
number wero killed, and two captains, ono 
sergeant, ono oorporal and five privates wore 
wounded. Tha arrival of roinfo cements 
for tho survivors oornpollod tho insurgents 
to retreat. Tho latter left seven killed, bub 
carried tholr woundod with them.

NIHILISM IN PARIS. 

Attempt to Blow Up the Rothschild 
Bank -Arrest ot the Mis- 
creant 

Fear That It Portends the Renewal 
of an Active Bomb Throwing 
Campaign. 

Pabis, Sopt. 5.— De Rothschilds' banking 
house in this city was the eceno to-day of 
another nihilistic attompb. At 3.20 o'clook 
a man entered the bank from the Ruo La- 
fibte. In ths vestibule a detective, who was 
on guard thero, saw the Btranger trying to 
light the fuse of a bomb which he carried, 
with a cigarette. The ashes on the cigar- 
ette preventod the ready ignition of the 
fuse and tho man, seolng thab he waa ob- 
served, throw tho bomb upon the carpeted 
floor. Tho weapon did not explode and the 
man waa arrested. When he waa taken 
bo the police offioo he boldly 
avowed himself an anarchist. Ac- 
cording tc another account, when the 
man with the bomb was arrested he wsb 
asoending tho first staircase leading to the 
banking officos, and had lighted a match. 
When he saw that ho had been deteated he 
threw tho bomb to tho ground and ran oub 
into the street, being pursued by the bank 
deteotivo. When overtaken, the desperate 
man turned suddenly and confronted his 
pursuer with a razor. The offioor wardod 
off a blow whioh was aimod at him, and 
seized the man by bho wrist. A crowd as- 
sembled attractod by the Btrugglo and an- 
other pollcemon coming up tho two 
officers Buccoeded In overpower- 
ing the would bo murderer. 

Tho culprit was miserably drossed and a 
razor and brush woro found upon him, so 
thab it is supposed hb is a barber's assist- 
ant, Ho refused to give any pretext for the 
attempted outrage. His family lived a long 
time at Mont Martro, wboro active inquiries 
are proceeding. Upon being further exam- 
ined ho said thab the bomb was composed of 
ohlorido of potassium blasting powder, and 
contained no projeotilo. His act, he said, 
was a protest against tho procoedings of tho 
bankers. Ho had travolled throughout 
France, never remaining long In the same 
place In order not to awaken suspicion. He 
profesBod contempt for work einoo everyone 
lives at tho cxponBO of sooloty. The news 
of tho outrage spread rapidly through Paris, 
and many fear that ib portenda a ronewal of 
an aetivo anarohiab campaign. 

Police officials believe from the appear- 
ance of tho prisonor that ho is a brother of. 
Pawols, who porpotrated tho Madoleino 
outrage Ho is about 33 yoara of ago, of 
medium height, Is bootlo browed, wourB a 
short moustache, has a sullen stare and is 
very palo. Ho has a way of frequently 
clenching hiB tieb. Whon taken to the pro- 
focturo hn rofuaod to give his name or occu- 
pation. He was dreaaod in dark olotheB 
and woro a ahirb with rod Btripos, The 
bomb was mado of a half pound oocoa tin, 
tlod with a stritg and wound about with 
wire. A round holo a quarter of an inch in 
sizo was in tho sldo of the box, and from 
this fell a whitish powdor.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Principal Grant's First better on the Mani- 
toba Controversy. 

Toronto, Sept. 5.— (Special)— Tho first 
of Principal Granb's lebters on the Manitoba 
schools is published. The Prinolpal la a 
strong advocate of religious instruction in 
tho elementary sohools aupportod by the 
publio, and comments with considerable 
severity on the action of the provincial gov- 
ernment in making so radical and sudden a 
ohango as was effeoted by tho school aob of 
1890. Ho soys : " It seoms to mo thab the 
provinoial government in 1890 made a great 
mistake in summarily abolishing instead of 
reforming the old Bohool system. They have 
been at war ever Einos with tho prejudices 
and feelings, and even the religious convio- 
tions of a section of the population thab de- 
served to bo treated with tho utmost con- 
sideration. They believe that the war 
would ond if it was nob supported from 
without, but on this point I venture to dis- 
agree with thorn. It will end only when 
they make concessions." 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Great Increase In Bank Clearings-Western 
Grain Standards— Sale of 
Elevators. 

Winnipeg, -Sept. 5.— (Special)— Another 
largo increase for the month of August is 
shown in the report of the Winnipeg clear- 
ing honae made this morning. Lasb year 
the total clearings for August totalled 
83,695,874. This year they run up an 
additional §241,806, For the week ending 
September 5, the clearings this year are 
$792,483 ; last year they were S769.426.

Lanolhy, Sept. 2. — During August there 
fell but 516 Inches of rain, the greater part 
of this falling on the 19Sh and 20th days of 
the month, when 0.189 and 0.317 inohes re 
spectiyely foil, and on the 23rd a very slight 
deposition amounting to bub 0.010 inches 
oomplotod the fall for the month. During 
July of this year rain fell on ton days, 
amounting to 714 inches, whereas in 
August bub four days are recorded as having 
a rainfall. In July of 1894 there fell 0.899 
inchea on four days, while Auguab was ex- 
ceedingly dry and warm, no rain whatever 
falling. Auguab of both years, however, is 
quite to be noted for the dense banks of fog 
and amoke hanging over the country, Sep- 
tember of 1894, however, provided us with 
7.532 Inohos of rain, thua making amends 
for the drouth of August. 

SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 

Provincial Constable Stephenson Probably 
Fatally Injured— Pitched Over it Ilridge 
by a Runaway and Crushed. 

Nanaimo, Sopt. 5 - (Special)— An unfor 
tunate acoident occurred this morning on 
the road to Nanoose Bay, which it is foared 
will result In the death of Provincial Con- 
stable David Stephenson, of Wellington 
At 3 a.m. Stephenson Btartod for NanooBO 
Bay with George Kennedy, proprlotorof the 
Wellington hotel, in thelatter's two-wheeled 
rig. About aoven miles out tho road wlndB 
down a steep hill at the foot of whioh is a 
small bridge oroaaing the croek. On this 
bridge tho horse suddenly took fright and 
began plunging and roaring, boing scared by 
the eight of the butta of three big logs 
whioh, In tho darkness, showed up like 
phantoms. Kennedy jumped from tho rig 
and mado a grab at the horse's head, but he 
waa too late ; the terrified animal jumped to 
one side and in bo doing went ovor tho 
bridgo into tho croek below, taking the rig 
and Stephenson along — a fall of fifteen feet, 
Kennedy could hoar the struggles of the 
horso below, but lb waa too dark tc 
boo anything and he received no re 
ply to his shouts to his companion 
With great difficulty ho sucoeoded in climb 
ing down to where tho man, horse and rig 
lay huddied together. Stephenson waa 
jammed botwoon two logs in a fow feot of 
water, with a big 1.200 pound horso on his 
chest, pinning him down. Tho unfortunate 
man was breathing with tho greatest diili 
culty with blood flowing from hla mouth 
and nostrils. Tho only chance of saving 
him waB to romovo tho woight of tho horBe; 
this Kennedy managod to do after throo at- 
tempts, lifting tho animal sufficiently by tho 
tail to admit of Stephonson wriggling from 
underneath. To oarry the injured man on 
to tho bridgo and release tho horse, which 
escaped unhurt, and ride back to Welling 
ton for aid did not take Kennedy long, and 
Stephenson was conveyed homo, whoro it 
waa found his chest had been crushed in and 
throo riba brokon. The doctors fear that 
ho has sustained intornal injuries of a fatal 
nature, thmgh thoy are yob unablo to givo 
a docided opinion. 

BURIED TREASURE. 

Departure of a Search Party for the Coast of 
Peru. 

Santa Cituz, Sept. 5. — YoBterday T. D. 
Hughes, R. H. Davis, H. L, Mann and Poto 
Chrisman, of Gonziles, and H. E. Mohr 
man and P. Jennings, of Gilroy, eot sail for 
a lono Island in tho Paoifio ocean about 800 
miloB west of Peru in search of buried broas- 
ure. Forty-throo years ago Mr. JonningB 
was a 8 lilor in tho southern soas and an ouch 
waa one of six who huried on a lono island 
in tho Paoifio throo largo jirs of Spanish 
doubloons, valued at between $300,000 and 
$1,000,000. Mr. JonningB is tho only man 
ulivo that knows tho looatlon of tho monoy, 
ao tho other five died in his presenao on the 
Peruvian coast. Ho haB also a oharb of tho 
island, and ho olalma that the Island Ib a 
volcanic ono and uninhabited, Tho party 
havo ohartored a aailiog voasol and It will 
take three montha to mako tho trip.

The "Eleanor" Soon to Depart - 
Parser Donaldson of the S.S. 
" Tacoma " Imprisoned. 



Lato News Concerning: the Wrecked 
" Mogul " and " Walter A. Earle " 
—Honolulu Trade. 



In a few moro days the yaoht Eleanor 
will hi leaving Victoria, going, it ia under- 
stood, direot to Portland. Yeatorday she 
coaled for tho trip. The Eleanor since 
leaving Now London, Conn., Ootober 27 
list, has travelled over 22,000 miles. She 
passed eastward through the Mediterranean 
and the Red soa to Purim, Aden, and to 
Bombay. Considerable tima was spent 
among the islands of Japan. The Hawaiian 
islands were touched in crossing the Pacific 
and from San Franoisco the route to Alaska 
lay via the Sound and Victoria. Returning 
southward, tho principal cities in both 
North and South America will bo visited, 
and after pasaing through Magellan straita 
the homeward journey will have begun. 
Mr. Slater expeots to reach home by next 
fall, two yoars from tho time be etarted on 
tho present cruise. 

TUE WALTER A. EARLE. 

A letter from Kodiak, Alaska, Bays that 
tho hull of the VValtor A. Eirle, of Victoria, 
waB towod to Wood island by the North 
American Commercial Company's steamer 
Francis Cutting, on July 31, aB aalvago. 
Lying on its starboard side, the hull was al- 
most completely aubmorged. It required 
two daye to right the vessel and explore its 
hold, whioli contained eleven corpses. Oaly 
one man was ideutified, and that waB from tho 
name, John White, in India ink on the 
left arm. He had tho appearance of a half- 
breed Indian, while the others, judging 
from their distorted features, were South- 
eastern or Vancouver Indians. A wook 
later, us the tanks and ballast wero being 
removed, four moro bodies, making fifteen 
in all, were taken out and burled. The ves- 
sel's logbook gives the buslnesa of the day 
April 13, consequently the Eirle must have 
been oapslzsd that night or next morning. 
As near as can be judged the wrecked ves- 
sel was standing off within sight of Mount 
St. Ellas, when the storm of April 13 struck 
her. 

WASTED EFFORT. 

The tuga Wanderer and Richard Holyoke 
returned to Port Townsond from the scene 
of tho wreck of thB Mogul on Wednesday, 
after an effort to save some of the maohinery 
and iron from the wreck. On Wednesduy 
the boiler of the wreck had been hoisled 
aboard a scow which waa lashed between the 
two Bteamera, but the aea was so rough that 
beforo much progress had been made toward 
the entrance of the straits tho lashings 
which secured the boiler to the scow gave 
way and tho masa of iron rolled overboard 
into sixty fathoma of water. In the course 
of the accident August Anderson, a deck 
hand on the Holyoke, was struck by u bit of 
living chain, breaking his arm and bruising 
him severely. Anderson is now in the Mar- 
ine hospital in Port Townsend.

In the Hongkong police court on July 25, 
Jamea Donald-son, purser of the steamship 
Tacoma, and well known here, was obarged 
with having on Juno 18, whilst employed aa 
purser by the Northern Paoifio Steamship

Defendant admitted the third charge, and 
the magistrate passed sentence of six 
months 1 hard labor. 

CANADIAN SALMON ON AMERICAN LINE. 

A Seattle paper says a largo amount o{ 
British Columbia canned salmon, bound for 
the European markob, is now being shipped 
East in bond over the Northern Paoifio rail- 
road instead of over the Canadian Paoifio as 
formerly. The Utopia brought in 1,400 
caaes of British Columbia salmon and the 
Sehome brought in 800 cases of tho same on 
Wednesday.

B. C FRUIT IN MANITOBA. 

Retulta of un Experimental Shipment— More 
Iteusonablo Freight Rates NeceBiary. 

Tho Winnipeg Commercial, Bpeaking of 
the recent arrival there of a carload of 
plun s, oaya it ia tho first straight car 
of iiluins ever sent here from British Colum 
bia. Tho Bhipmout of plums referred to is 
made by the Frasor River Fruit Society, and 
in to a largo extenb an experimental ono. 
Rublee, Riddoll & Co., of this city, who 
handled the fruit, say that with tho exoep 
tion of a few baskets tho plums arrived in 
good condition, acd they consider them firBb- 
class preserving stock. The plums were 
packed in baskets, Bimilar to tho manner in 
which Ontario fruit ia usually shipped. The 
looal dealers Bay that if tho lorgor varieties 
wore wrapped and packed in boxes, tboy 
would answer quito as woll aa tho California 
fruit for ataml purposes aa well as preserv- 
ing. 

Wbilo tho fruit arrived here in good con- 
dition and sold woll, Mr. Cathorwood (who 
brought them) expressed aomo disappoint- 
ment aa to tho pricaa rceall/.id. California 
and Oregon fruit la aellinu much lowor here 
than ho bad expected to find it in this mar- 
ket, and consequently ho could nob roulizo 
the prices bo had looked for. This is owing 
to the low freight rate on fruit from Paoifio 
Coast points in tho United States. The rate 
from Washington state points on carloads of 
fruit ia $1,124 P°r 100 pounda, and $1 25 
from Portland, with an additional 10 cente 
from California. Those rates aro for car 
lota by freight, but tho fruit comes through 
by fast freight. Mr. Catherwocd paid an 
express rate on his car, in order to make fast 
time through, this rate costing him about 
doublo tho frolght rata from Washington 
The British Columbia apples could not be 
sold here at all and leave any reaBonablo 
margin of profit to the shippers In com- 
petition with applea ooming in on a low 
frelghb rato from the Bouih ; the rate on 
car lots of apples from tho south being about 
70 or 80 cents per 100 pounds. Consequently 
the fow app'ps brought along had to bo sold 
at a lose. M -. Cvhorwood said that they 
would cot bo nb)o to ship British Columbia 
fruit as far east us Winnipeg unless thoy 
could 6hlp by fast freight at a lowor rnte, so 
as to avoid the high express rate wMch he 
had paid on thla car, and thua alluw them 
to compete with the fruit of the Paoifio 
coast states, which has a very largo sale in 
the Winnipog market. 

It is in supplying the territory easb of the 
mountains with fruit that British Columbia 
has the greatest oponing for trado in this 
direotion, and no doubb the Canadian Pacific 
railway authorities, who are deeply interest- 
ed in the dovelopnmenb of the country, will 
see that everything possible is done to en- 
courage this trade, as soon as tho Pacific 
province is in a position to supply the goods. 
The fruit trade of the country oast of tho 
mountains is largely centered at Winnipeg, 
and the British Columbia people will have 
to get into this market on favorable terms, 
if they wish to do much trade in Manitoba 
and the Territories.

Of al' the delegations that Vice-President 
Stevenson over received that whioh waited 
upon him during his short stay here waB 
probably the Btrangesb. The Indians of 
Alaska have long had a grievance, and aB 
soon as ib beoame known that one of tho big 
" tyeeB " would be hero on the Queen from 
" Washinty " they lost no time In sendiug 
their chiefs to him to register their kick. 
They claim the canneries are not only de- 
populating the streams of fish, which is their 
main supply of food, bub they also say tho 
cannerymen will nob even purchase fish from 
them, nor will thoy hire Indians, preferring 
to nse Chinamen which thoy bring up from 
San Franolsoo, Chiefs Katiehan and Koon- 
ka of tho Wraneola, Chilkoot Jake of the 
Chilkoota, and Kat-el-tsin of tho Auks wore 
present and the pow-wow lasted some time. 
What the result will bo is bard to tell, bub 
the Indians have availed th6mselves of tho 
opportunity of telling their little tale of woo 
and accordingly are satisfied ; temporarily, 
at least. — Juneau Paper.

the oiroumatanceo in Manitoba with respect 
education auoh aa give tho other 
provinces a right to intarpoae in order to 
protect tho minority in tho matter of de- 
nominational Bohoola'i Tho highest 
judicial tribunal in the Empire haa decided 
that aooording to the terms of Union— tho 
deed ot partnership — tho other provlncea 
cm intorfere and ought to interforo to pro- 
teot tho denominational minority. This 
deolsion Mr. Dalton McCarthy himself haa 
admitted to bo Bound law — that ia in ac- 
cordance with tho terms of Union. Now 
we all know that overy momber of a firm, aa 
long aa he ia in tho firm, is bound by the 
oonditiona of partnership. Manitoba ia still 
a member of tho Confederate firm, and ia 
consequently bound by tho conditions of tho 
Constitution. It, thorofore, should not 
resent; tho interference of tho Dominion in 
ita Bchool affaire. If it does not iiko that 
interference it can readily make it unneooB- 
Biry. There is a very oaBy way out of its 
present dlfiioulty, but that way la not 
repudiation of any provision of its Con- 
stitution. 



THE ORIS AT PARTNERSHIP. 

" The idea," aaya the Toronto Telegram 
that the Provinco ia tho mora tenant at 
will of tho Dominion, and that the Provin 
cial Legislature enjoys no rights whioh cm 
not bo withdrawn by tho Federal Parliament 
is bad aa a policy and false as a principle." 

It ia impossible to imagino how any Cana 
dian possessed of a spark of intelligence 
could be so unutterably stupid aa to enter 
tain auoh an idea of the nature of the 
Federal oompacb aa the one which the Tole 
gram takes tho trouble to condemn. Anyone 
eapablo of thinking at all must know that 
the Confederation ia nothing moro nor leea 
than a partnerahlp, all the membera of 
which are porfectly equal. Ita membera 
are bound by the artioleB of partnership, 
whioh had been freoly consented to by all 
the membera. Acoording to those articles 
the members for certain purpoaoa act indi- 
vidually within proacribod and fairly well 
defined limits, and they also acb in ooncert 
for other purpoaoa within limita equally 
well defined. There is no superiority in 
thia Dominion, no mastership. The province 
is not a tenant at will, or any other kind of 
tenant of the Dominion. Ib 1b an integral 
p-vrt of the Dominion, and it would be sim- 
ply ImpoBalblo for a provinoe to bo a tonant 
of itself. Tho Dominion of Canada is merely 
a collootivo namo for all the provinoes, and 
tho acta of tho Dominion are nothing more 
than the acta of the provincea comprising 
the Dominion. 

This partnership of provinces, like every 
other partnership, haa its agreement or deed 
by whioh all the membeio aro bound aa long 
aB the partnership oxiata. The deod in this 
OiBo ia called "The Conatltution." Good 
faith and honor aa well as law require each 
member of tho ooncorn or Confederation to 
comply with all tho provislona of the oouati- 
tntion. There is no coorcion in this, any 
more than there ia cooroion in requiring a 
member of a private firm to do what ho has 
voluntarily bound himsolf to do when ho 
signed tho artiolos of partnership. The 
mombor of the firm has no master, ho is not 
sskod to obey any one'a order or to aubmit 
to any one's domination. If thoro ia any 
master in tho matter it ia his own honor und 
hia sense of right. It is exactly tho same 
with tho big concern which we call tho 
Dominion. No provinco is asked to do by 
the other provincoa anything moro than it 
voluntarily pledged itsolf to do whon it en- 
tered tho Confederation. And it would bo 
perfectly usoIosb for tho other provinces to 
&ak it to do anything moro. 

Wo soo in tho discussion of tho Manitoba 
school quoBtion that Borne of tho disputants 
arguo on tho aaaumption that thoro is Bomo 
powor outaido tho provincoa and suporior to 
tho provincea which is ondeavoring to im 
poso ita will on Manitoba. Thoao diaput 
ante don't take tho trouble to think tho 
matter out, or to irjquiro into tho source of 
authority in this Dominion. If they did 
thoy would aeo that tho tyrunt againat 
whom thoy are fulminating has uo existence. 
All that ia required of Manitoba ia to aoo up 
to tho agrooment whioh it haa iteolf made, 
to do what tho deed of partnership pre- 
scribes. All tho othor provincoa havo 
bound themselves by tho Bamo deod, and 
wore any of thorn in Manitoba's circum 
atancoB they would havo tho samo obliga 
tiona to fulfil, tho same duty to perform. 

Wo boo a disposition on tho part of a good 
many to ropudiato some of tho conditions of 
tho partnorahip. They aay that tho Domin- 
ion — that ia tho other provincoa — " havo no 
right to intorforo with Manitoba. Mani- 
toba must bo left to manago hor own affairs 
aa aho eooa fit." Hub an ovoryono muab aoo 
it depends on tho torma of Union — tho 
deed of partnorahip — whether or not the 
othor provinoos havo a right to iotorforo. A 
roforonco to thoao torma flhowa that undor 
certain oircumBtancas tho other provincoa 
havo a right to intorforo. Thore ia no quca 
lion about that. Tho only quoatlon ib, aro 



THE KAISER'S POLICY. 

Tho Emperor of Germany ia bound to put 
down Sooialism with a strong hand, liut 
aro tho moans whioh ho throatons to take to 
crush tho SooialiatB likoly to effect that pur- 
pose ? Ia declaring war againat them calcu- 
lated to compel them to renounco their 
pernicious dootrinoa ? As ovory thinking 
man knows it 1b very dillioulb to atamp out 
heresy of any kind by violence. The Em- 
peror of Germany cannot force men to think 
as ho thinks on economic subjects by bay- 
onets and rifia balls. Tho chances aro that 
hia throata will give Sooialism in Germany 
now life, and that ovon if ho proceeds to ex- 
tremities he will nob leBson materially tho 
number of Socialists or the influence of tho 
toaohora of Socialiam. Kepreasive laws havo 
not had the effect of even checking the pro- 
gress of Socialism in Germany. Socialism, 
notwithstanding all that haa boon dono in 
that country to Dut it down, haa increased. 
Socialists aro found everywhere and they 
have been able to form a party in tho Par- 
liament of the country. 

It haa been found in Great Britain and 
America that tho best way to prevent tho 
spread of Socialism ia to let Socialiata alono. 
Tho Socialiat teacher when no one intorforoa 
with him aa long as ho doos not violate tho 
laws, does not make rapid progress. Ho 
may get around him a little ollque who 
imagino that all the wisdom and all the 
philanthropy in the community ore centred 
in them, but their teachings do not make 
any considerable impreaaion on people gen- 
erally. It is aoon found that many of their 
thoorlea are mischievous and Impracticable. 
Those in tho community who havo anything 
to lose are not long in finding out that tho 
auocesa of Socialism would not benefit them 
ia the least, so they are inolined to turn a 
doaf ear to thoae who try to convert them to 
the communistic faith. It is worthy of re- 
mark that in bothGroatBritain and Amerioa, 
whoro Sooialiata aro free to moet aa often bb 
they ploaae and to aay what they like, so- 
oialiam haa not made any considerable pro- 
gross ; whila in Germany, where laws havo 
been enaoted to put Socialiata down and to 
koop them down, thoy havo incrouaod with 
a rapidity that is roally Burprising. Ro- 
prosaive meaauros, if now reaortod to in 
Germany, may havo an effeob the very 
opposite of that intonded by the Emporor. 
We aeo that aome of the Gorman newspap- 
ers apprehend thia, and thoro appears to bo 
good ground for their fears. 

THE YOU NO OZAR. 

Ib dooa not appear that tho Czar ia exact- 
ly aa happy as a King ia eupposod to be. He 
and his young wife, ib is said, aro in a Btato 
of continual alarm. They live In almost 
complete aeoluaion. In spite of all precau- 
tions, threatening letters and ppmphlots are 
smugglod into their roomB. Those, it may 
bo supposed, aro not vory ploaoan t reading 
for tho young couplo, who ought to be aa 
happy as tho day is long. Rumor has it that 
it is with the utmost difficulty that anyone, 
ovon tho most influential ambasaadora, can 
got on oudionoe. A Gorman papor says 1 

" Much anxiety and uncertainty is caused 
by the remarkable seclusion of tho Czar and 
hia wife. Thoy ovon ovado giving audience 
to tho foreign umbassadors. The Comto de 
Montobollo, ambassador of France, only 
managed to obtain an audlenco through tho 
Minister of Financo, Witte, who haa aomo 
influence with tho Emproas-Dowagor. And 
tho faot that tho EmpreaB-Dowagor ia gain- 
ing moro and moro influence ia tho eauso of 
many diEijuioti^g rumors. It is nob possiblo 
to find out whether an attempt to murder 
the Czar haa roally been made, for the au- 
thorities novor tell tho whole truth. Tho 
representatives of foreign powers who know 
what in going on bohind tho sconos daro not 
give any information. That no Nihilistic 
attempt haa boon mado recontly ia certain ; 
the Czir'e seolusion, thorefore, muab bo 
moro artificial than nocossary. A foreign 
diplomat who recontly wished to aoe the 
Cz»r waa roforrod to Mb mother. Maria 
Foodorowna seome to decide all important 
matters." 

Ib ia impossiblo to toll how muoh truth 
thoro Ib in tho auggoation that the Emperor 
of Rusaia, and consequently Russia itBolf, is 
ju3tnow undor pottiooat government. It ia 
not at all improbablo, however, that tho 
young man, having a good mother who un- 
doral anda public affairs much bettor than ho 
doos, should now and thon conBulb hor and 
bo guided by hor advice. Thia soema to bo 
tho opinion of an influential German 
paper, which Bays : 

" That tho Emprosa-Dowagor is pretty 
muoh mistress of Russia ia acknowledged 
by Minister Witte himself. Tho Czar 
allows hia mothor to adviao in ovory import- 
ant quoation, Tho Empro8B-Dowagor, how- 
over, is oomplotoly under tho Influonao of 
the Minister of War, General Vannowski, 
and tho Chiof of tho Holy Synod, Pobio- 
donoszoff. This should oxplain everything 
that has taken plaoo ainoe tho douth of 
Alexander III. Tho prosont Czar paaaoa for 
a man of advanced idoaB, and the pooplo 
can not undoraband why hia liberal vlowa 
aro nob visible in hia actions, But if 
Pobiodonoszsff ia roally at tho hoad of 
affaire, it ia oaay to boo why Russia acted as 



she did In tho Bulgarian and Abyaainian 
queBtiona, and leans more and more toward 
Francs." 

Ib should bo remembered that the Empreis 
Dowager ia a daughter of the King of Den- 
mark und Bister of ihe Princess of Walea. 
Id ia well known that the Royal Family of 
Denmark havo littlo lovo for tho German 
nation and ito Emporor. It may be owing 
to the inlluenco of the EmproBS Dowoger 
that RusBia upparontly prefera a oloae ulli- 
anoe with Franco to being moro to Germany 
than a peaceable neighbor. These Btories 
about tho Czkr and hia mothor muat of 
oourao bo taken with many grains of allow- 
ance, for, after all, thore are vory few ;in- 
deod in a poaltion to know what ia going on 
in tho Czir's domostio circle or among tho 
real rulers of tho Rusaiau Empire. 

NEWFOUNDLAND'S DRAG. 

Canadiana may, wo think, congratulate 
themselves that tho negotiations to permit 
Newfoundland to ontor tho Dominion failed. 
Although Newfoundland mighbhaveproveda 
valuable acquiaibion, tho disputo with which 
it has been troubled for many yoara with re- 
apoob to the rights of the Fronoh on part of 
ita territory oould not fail to bo anything bub 
a source of troublo and annoyance. It was 
understood for a long while that tho only 
concession grantod to French fishermen was 
libsrty to land and dry fish on the west 
shore of tho Island. 

Tho Froucb, If thoy aro allowed an inch, 
will try very hard to tako an elf. This thoy 
have dono in Newfoundland. Thoy havo 
interpreted tho terms of concession vory 
liberally Indood, and havo boon olaiming 
moro and moro until thoy aro not trying to 
provent tho Government of tho colony run- 
ning its railway lino to tho WeBt ahoro and 
having tho torminua thoro. 

Tho Nowfoundlandora aro naturally voiy 
Indignant at what they consider the un- 
founded claim of tho Fronoh Government. 
Thoy fear, howover, that tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment whioh, for peaco aako haa yielded 
ono point after another to the French and 
haa even helped them to maintain tho 
privilogos thoy havo usurped, will givo way 
in this InBtanco uIbo. But it is not likely 
that ib will admit that tho French have tor 
ritorlal rights on tho Island. Tho Monetary 
Timos, of Toronto, commenting on thia new 
French claim, Bays : 

Tho Newfoundland railway will have to 
be completed and carried to a port on the 
west flhore. Franco haa no treaty rights 
which would entitle her to prevent thia be 
ing dono. For tho purpoae of oarrying on 
the fishery, there can bo no noceaaity for 
France to call upon Eogland to prevent this 
improvement. She will etill have hundreds 
of miles of ooaat on whioh to eroot her tem- 
porary summer fishing huta. She ia entitled 
to necessary room for this, and thoro ia 
plenty of space at tho Bay of Islands for 
these conveniences and tor the railway tor- 
minuB, with ita belonglnga aa well. Franco 
oannot bo allowed to convert a liberty atriotly 
limited into an absoluto and exclusive right ; 
she cannot be permitted to act aa if abe were 
tho owner of tho weab shore of tho ialund, 
and that tho roal owner had no right there. 
This now claim ia probably sot up by Franoe, 
not with the idea that it will be conceded, 
but as a meana of exerting prossuro in some 
othor part of tho world ; in China or Africa 
it may be. Tho reeponBibilitiaa of empire 
proas hoavily on Britain wilh hor world- 
wide interests, and other countries whoso 
path of ambition ahe oroBSca want an oppor- 
tunity to get their own way. 

CHOLERA IN JAPAN. 

Lato Japanese papora inform us that chol- 
era is doing a good deal of mischief in Japan, 
In tho woek ending Auguat 15th thoro wore 
4.G5S froah caaea in tho country and 3,009 
doatlia. Ib appoarB that thoro ia no part of 
tho Empire entirely froo from tho diaoaao, 
In Kyoto tho aproad of tho diaoaae created 
so much aiarm that theatrical and similar 
entertalnmenta were Busponded.

VOICE OF HIGHEST RANGE. 



Coprauo Voices Aro by Nature Divided fttto 
Three Classes. 

The soprano is defined as tho human 
voice of highest range, or pith, a defi- 
nition reached naturally from tho ety- 
mological derivation of the word, from 
"sovrano," tho chief , head, highest. As 
used in modern speech this term is ap- 
plied alike to the highest voice in wom- 
en and to tho treble of boys. For the 
purposes of this article it is necessary 
only to consider tho former. Soprano 
voices aro by nature divided into three 
classes, eacli having specific powers. 
Tho first of those is the soprano leggiero, 
or, as it is commonly defined, tho light 
soprano. Of tho three this is tho voice 
of highest, compass, but it is quito un- 
suited to dramatic or very emotional 
singing. Its quality is clear and bird- 
like, and in singing requiring a flute- 
like flexibility it is of highest value. 
Purity and flexibility aro its usual and 
most prominent qualities. 

Tho second division is that known as 
mezza-enrrattere, in strict translation, 
of medium character. The musical def- 
inition of tho phrase is, howover, "hav- 
ing a moderate degree of expression or 
execution." By combining theso defi- 
nitions wo may secure an idea of both 
the quality and powers of this second 
voice. While it may possess tho high 
notes and in this upper register the 
flutelike quality of tho light soprano it 
has added to this a medium register of 
fuller tone and most exquisite quality. 
Of tho threo voices this is the most use- 
ful both for professional and amateur 
use, as it is capable of singing both 
light and heavy music and an infinite 
variety of songs. Such a voice had Mine. 
Albaui in her prime, and such a voice 
now has Mme. Nordica. 

Tho third division is tho dramatic 
soprano, with a range similar in large 
part to the mozza-carrattere. Tho tones, 
however, are fuller and richer. This is 
tho voice which can interpret tho great 
emotions, the voice of emotional and sen- 
suous capability. Sustained and roligious 
music is also its held. Florid arias, 
dramatic ballads, lovo plaints and lul- 
labies — all the realm of passionate and 
sympathetic music is its especial scope. 

However, the voice and its character 
aro natural gifts, and tho duty devolv- 
ing upon its possessor is not to change, 
but to discover its character and then 
to cultivate it in its class. A writer in 
The Ladies' Homo Journal and author- 
ity for the foregoing calls attention to 
tho folly of a light soprano trying to do 
the work of the dramatic soprano, and 
of tho dramatic attempting the work of 
the light soprano. The attempt, will 
have an almost fatal effect upon tho 
voice and will ultimately ruin its qual- 
ity and character. Tho mezza-carrattere 
is of course able to accomplish both. 
This warning applies with equal weight 
to singers who attempt to forco low or 
high notes. Not only is such an attempt 
unpleasant in its effect and a sign of 
tho worst kind of bad art, but it is also 
dangerous and destructive

lettes. A Louis XVI fan of black net is 
very effective, with a painted silk me- 
dallion set into tho center, the edge be- 
ing also of -silk, in scrolls which spread 
out on the net. Silken medallions arc a 
feature of the newest fans. 

Scroll fans of scented wood and paint - 
ed gauze aro very quaint, with their il- 
luminated sticks shutting up in tho 
form of an ivy bongh. Feather fans aro 
much cheaper than t hey were, and thoso 
with ostrich tips turning down from the 
top are tho latest fancy, according to tho 
New York Sun, which also describes a 
real. novelty in a fan of white net, scal- 
loped on tho edge and a satin medallion 
in tho center, on which a dainty colum- 
bine is painted, and from this shining 
lines of gold spangles radiate. Tho white 
sticks glitter witli gold and silver stars. 

Theempire fans are small in sizo, but 
not in price, as I ho ivory, pearl and 
ebony sticks are inlaid with gold, while 
tho mounts of hand painted ribbon are 
divided by another strip of inlaid pearl. 
A black lis.se fan, spangled with golden 
stars, is very effective with a black 
evening gown, and a fan do luxe is in 
natural ostrich feathers mounted with 
mother of pearl sticks inlaid with gold. 

Pickled Watermelon Kinds. 

Watermelon rinds make a delicious 
sweet pickle. Boil an ounce of alum in 
a gallon of water, take tho rinds that 
have been peeled and the soft part cut 
off and cut them in pieces 1 inch wide 
and about !3 long, put in tho alum wa- 
ter and let stand on tho back of the 
stovo for half a day, then romovo from 
the tiro and put tho rinds in cold water 
for an hour, then drain. Boil 2 quarts 
of vinegar and 5 pounds of brown sugar 
together, nod to it 2 ounces of stick cin- 
namon, an ounce of whole cloves and 
tho melon rinds and boil half an hour. 



Water Ices. 

The first thing to do is to clarify the 
sugar to bo used. This is accomplished 
by taking sugar and water in the pro ■ 
portion of a pound of sugar to a pint- of 
water. To make 2 quarts of water ice 
take, for example, 2 pounds of sugar to 
a quart of water, lidding to them about 
a fourth part of tho white of an egg 
well beaten up, and boil for ten min- 
utes. Leave the mixture to cool, and 
when it is cold put in the flavoring. 
Lemon water iee needs H lemons and 2 
oranges. 

A Bread .Meringue. 

Beat the yolks of -I eggs light ; add 
gradually a cup of granulated sugar, 
beating all the while, and tho grated 
rind of one lemon. Mix a pint of bread 
crumbs with a quart of milk, pour this 
on tho eggs and sugar; mix well and 
bako in a moderate oven until stiff. 
When done, make a meringue of the 
whites of 2 eggs and -1 tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar, heap on the pudding 
and brown in a quick oven. 

Household Brevities. 

A housekeeper gives the assurance 
that flies dislike sassafras and will not 
settle on or even near it, Her plan is to 
brush over the windows eve-v morning 
with a little oil of sassafras and provide 
a way of escape for tho dies. 

In preparing pineapple for the table 
after it has been pared, take a fork 
and pick off the substance from tho core 
in fine pieces, then you can cat it with 
as much pleasure as a berry and feol no 
more discomfort from its effects. 

A rural authority claims that there is 
no drink in summer time moro suitable 
for laboring men than buttermilk. It 
directly re-on forces tho wasting muscu- 
lar tissue with its curd, and tho sugar 
and salts it, contains aro nutritious. It 
forms an agreeable, cooling drink in 
cases of fever or inflammation. 

To clean brass and copper, apply a 
mixture of oil and rotten stone with a 
chamois cloth and rub bright. 

Keep the stovo or range freo from 
soot in all its parts. A hot air passage 
clogged up with soot will provout the 
oven from baking well. 

To preserve tho skin of a fish ontiro 
when broiled it should bo rubbed woll 
with vinegar, dried with a cloth and 
flourod. Tho flour will koop it from 
sticking to tho bars. 

If ono of tho family is lato to dinner, 
do not sot his food in tho oven to dry 
tip, but put in a covorod dish and sot 
over a boiling pot or in a pan of hot 
water on the back of tho stove.

U. S. CONSUL WALLER. 

The Washington Government Uncertain as to 
the Course to Adopt. 

Washington, Sop6. 5. — The State de 
partment has boon adviaed that tho record 
in the Waller court-martial, for whioh the 
French authorities found it necessary to Bend 
to Madagascar, is expected to reaoh Adon, 
on tho Rod tea, about the 12th inab. After 
its arrival there some time will be 
required for its transmission to 
Paris, and atill more before it 
can reaoh Washington if it is deoided to 
have it examined here. It is therefore ox- 
peotod to be at least a month before the de- 
partment can be in full possession of the 
facts in the case. In all probability no 
further stopB will bo taken by the depart- 
ment In this matter until the examination 
be made. There is a growing feeling in the 
department that France has purposely 
sought delay in producing this record 
in the hope of causing the United 
States to make a peremptory and un- 
conditional demand for Waller's release. Ib 
is believed that, if made, this demand will 
be granted, and that if granted, Waller 
would be deprived of all chance of securing 
an indemnity and the restoration of his land 
concession. Without an examination of tho 
record, which could not be demanded afber 
hia release, it would be impossible to show 
that Waller had been unjustly deprived of 
his property. Tho department is using 
every effort to avoid filling into thiB trcp, 
while an the same time Ib ia determined to 
protect Waller in all his intereab.

A Party of Califomlans Bring tho First News 
From Yukon Mines to Juneau. 

On the 22nd of laBt month the firsb news 
this season from tho Yukon mines was re- 
ceived in Juneau, when a pirty of Califer- 
nianB who had Bpent their Initial year in the 
interior returned. Th ly outfitted in J unoau 
and left for tho gold Quids on the l.T.h of 
last April. Tho snow waa found to bo very 
solo which niado traveling exoeedingly la- 
borious and slow. After orosaing one end 
of Mud lako thoy ontered the McClintoek 
river, whioh is a tributary of Mud lake, and 
poled up tho latter stream adisbancoof forty 
miles, making the portage of forty miles 
across the divide to cha Hootalinqua, strik- 
ing the river about 120 miles from where it 
oonverges with the Yukon and approximate- 
ly twenty-five miles below Like Tealin. 
Their entiro time practically was spent 
prospeoting in this vicinity, and a number 
of very promising locations were made. 
Sovoral bars wera fouud whioh yielded aa 
high sb ton c«nts to tho pan, tho gold being 
prinoipilly lliko. Thoir oarly departure 
from their claims was necessitated by the 
fact that some Stick Indians found their 
ouch and Btolo all their provisions. Hasty 
preparations woro made for their dep inure 
and after a number of days of exeoSBlvely 
hard work reached Like Bennett 
where thsy woro wind-bound for four daya. 
Here they fortunately mot Ogilvio'a party of 
sorvoyore from whom thoy got what thoy 
thought would bo auflieiont Hour and bacon 
to bring them out. Becoming wind bound 
a aooond time they lost more time and ns 
thoir grub again gob low throe men started 
out ahoad on foot to boo what th?y uuu'id 
find. At Lake Liuderman they mot Lord 
Talbot Clifton's party who, they Buy, would 
neither give nor soil bheni proviaiona. 

A great advantage tho Hootalinqua coun- 
try has over tho Lower Yukon ia absence 
of the impregnable ice one oneouutors in tho 
neighborhood of Forty Mile. Several cuta 
and prospect holea were mado to tho depth 
of from ten to fiftoon foob without any diffi- 
culty whatever. Some email atroaka of ice 
were gone through in those outa, but they 
woro rotten and caaily broken with a pick. 
Tho boys think woll of thoir prospoots and 
will return there oarly in tho spring. They 
probably will spend tbo winter in Juneau,

Acoording, therefore, to tlio aotual meas- 
urements of the Defender and the estimated 
measurements of the Valkyrie the allow- 
ance given by the challongor to 
the Defender is about 28 seconds 
on the 30 mile course.

The Vorwaorta stated that thia 
relief now boara the inaoriptlon : " What 
camels tho fathers of our groateBb olty have 
been. May 2, 1805," and in the corner the 
words " No three thousand marks. How 
shabby ! " The first is tho end of a poem 
which appeared In tho Kladdordatach when 
the Berlin town council refused to congratu- 
late Prince Bismarck on his 80th birthday. 
Tho second refers to tho refusal of the coun- 
cil to contribute to the tnomorlul churoh 
fund. Tho origin of tho inscription ia a 
mystory.
